R.C. SNELGROVE SPEAKS 
AT ODDFELLOWS’ HALL 

In addressing a public meeting at 
the I._0. O. F haJJ Friday evening, C. 
H. Snelgrove stated that although he 
had been ’ an organizer for the Ku 
Klux Klan ih Saskatchewan for two 
years, he was now in no way connect¬ 
ed with this organization He did not 
think that anyone should attack any 
order without knowing the truth.

In opening his remarks, Mr. Snel¬ 
grove swore undying allegiance to the 
British Empire and its sovereign, the 
King.

He 
is not connected with the Klan but is 
simply a free lance advance agent of 
the Protestant cause and appears un 
der auspices of the Loyal Orange 
Lodge. He is given assistance by 
them. 

The speaker did not think that pco 
pie should shrink from the sight of 
the Red Cross. It is the emblem of 
lighf in dark places and is chosen by 
nine lodges in Canada as tbeir eni- 
Wem. 

Mr. Snelgrove told of being impris¬ 
oned in Regina jail on the charge *f 
carrying a concealed weapon, even 
though he had a permit to do so and 
showed it to the officer arresting him. 
He spent 30 days in jail and paid a 
fine of $50.

DEFINE CANADIANS 

Steps will be taken by the federal 
government at the earliest opportun¬ 
ity, either by means of legislation or 
through the next census, to establish 
clearly a distinction between British 
subjects bom in Canada and those 
who have come from other parts of 
the British Empire or from foreign 
countries stated Hon. Fernand Rin- 
fret, recently. The secretary of state 
declared that the government will en 
deavor to create a Canadian nation¬ 
ality, taking into account that citi¬ 
zens of this country are part of the 
British Empire and' that as such 
. wherever they go in foreign countries 
they can be considered only as Brit¬ 
ish subjects. 

“The question is a complex one,” 
said Mr. Rinfret, ‘which has engaged 
the attention of our predecessors for 
many years. Though wc are an auto 
nomous nation, we are nevertheless 
a part of the British Empire and not 
an independent nation. Therefore, as 
long as we retail the British bond, as 
long as foreign countries will accept 
us only as British subjects we cannot 
be given Canadian passpoKs and have 
a full status as Canadiarfgubjects. 

The most that can be 'done, is to 
make a distinction between the Can¬ 
adian bom British subjects and those 
who have come from other parts of 
the British Empire, or who have come 
from foreign countries and have been 
naturalized British subjects here. 
The question is now in the hands of 
the statistical department of the min 
istry of commerce, which will report 
in the near future.” 

■__ 

WHY PAY AT ALL 

The police magistrates in conven¬ 
tion in Barrie went on record against 
the fee system. This leads the Ren¬ 
frew Mercury, which agrees with the 
magistrates, to say: “In Renfrew 
the police magistrate has for several 
years been in receipt of an annual 
stipend, but here there are tees to 
pay by delinquents, which fees are 
handed over to the town treasurer, 
neither magistrate nor policeman 
benefitting from them. But why any 
fees at all? Why should there be a 
fee when a salaried magistrate writes 
out a summons, and why a fee when 
a salaried policeman serves the docu¬ 
ment? These fees but add to what de 
linquents are obliged to pay and most 
of them pay enough thereby. The fee 
system is a relic of bygone days.” 

A survey of the government game 
sanctuary east of Great Slave Lake, 
shows.about 250 muskox in the sanc¬ 
tuary/ Caribou are plentiful, a herd 
having been seen on southern migra¬ 
tion. White fox, smaller game ani¬ 
mals and birds also abound. here 
are 15,000 miles in the preserve. 


HAPPINESS THE KEY 

Premier Brownlee, speaking on 
child welfare, said recently: “I wish 
that Alberta might become a prov¬ 
ince of playgrounds where the child¬ 
ren might be happy, for you cannot 
have a good boy unless he is happy.” 

These words have been quoted. by 
the Halifax Herald, as striking at 
th e root of one of the great problems 
in child welfare. In the majority of 
cases, the child, charged in the de¬ 
linquent court, is the product of un¬ 
happy environment. All the welfare 
measures in the world are of little 
value unless the mind of the grow¬ 
ing boy or girl can be filled with clear 
wholesome thought, stimulating activ 
ity in the right way. 

Probably no better work can be ac¬ 
complished along the lines of welfare 
than in adopting the suggesting of 
Premier Brownlee for promoting 
playgrounds. 

Children taken from crowded city 
environments where proper develop¬ 
ment is hampered, to some summer 
paradise abounding in fresh air, wat¬ 
er sport, shadowy trees and whole¬ 
some amusement, respond at once to 
the health of the new environment. 
The eager minds are filled with fine 
ideas, which leave lasting impres¬ 
sions to counteract the environment | 
too often found in crowded homes. 
Space and healthy freedom and num 
erous play grounds are the natural 
weapons against delinquency prob¬ 
lems. 

RUSH-BAGOT TREATY 

- I 

At the great banquet in Ottawa on 
Thursday evening at which Prime 
Minister Ramsay MacDnoald, Premier 
King and Hon. R. B. Bennett spoke 
on the cause of international peace, 
repeated reference was made by the 
speakers to the Rush-Bagot treaty 
existing since 1817 between Great 
Britain and United States. To re¬ 
fresh the memories of those whose his 
tory knoweldge has grown hazy, it 
many similar shipments and in the im 
treaty (named from the negotiators) 
was a result of the war of 1812-14, 
and‘provided for the dismantling of 
all vessels of war, building or already 
built, on the Great/Tjakes. The armed 
force allowed thqAwo nations on the 
lakes was confided to small vessels to 
put down smuggling and illegal fish¬ 
ing. Over a century old, this treaty 
has only been infringed to allow U. 
S. armed vessels to use the lakes for 
training ships. This was readily 
agreed to by Great Britain and Can¬ 
ada, showing the confidence existing. 

The speakers made marked refer¬ 
ence to this treaty so old that few 
think of its existence. Mr. King said: 
"In this agreement, have we not giv¬ 
en thg world a practical object lesson 
in disarmament and its benefits. Will 
not the prime minister find on this 
continent in the relations of the two 
countries, the very means of preserv¬ 
ing peace?” 

Hon. R. B. Bennett, in similar vein 
spoke: “So long as there are march¬ 
ing 'battalions, artillery and chemical 
means of warfare, there is the- very 
invitation to war. The sight of these 
means to do ill deeds, make ill deeds 
to be done. However, the safety of 
democracy depends on an adequate 
police force to ensure law and order 
and to guard the routes of trade.? 

Both Canadian leaders endorsed 
Prime Minister MacDonald’s efforts 
in the cause of peace. 


Canada’s National Honor Involved in 
Crusade for Peace 

Premier Ramsay MacDonald last 
Thursday evening, through the magic 
of radio, spoke to an invisible aud¬ 
ience of hundreds o£ thousands of 
Canadians , carrying his. message of 
a crusade for peace. 

"Being in the neighborhood of 
Canada” he explained, I could not re¬ 
sist dropping in on a family visit.” 

Coupling the words “peace” and 
“national honor,” Mr. MacDonald em 
phasized that Canada by her signa¬ 
ture to the peace pact has declared 
that war has been banished from her 
national policy. This signature, is 
every Canadians signature, and all 
the British Empire is prepared to per 
form sacrifices to ensure unsullied na 
tional honor in the crusade for peace. 

“The great problem kL present is 
the problem of transition! We must 
go through .the periodttetween mili¬ 
tary secuj-ity and the security of 
peace. The faint ones of the nations 
may falter, but we must lead them 
gently across differences, and the 
crossing must be made as confident 
as possible, until we come to where 
real peace and security maj’ be en¬ 
joyed.” 

After stating that every power 
which had been invited to attend the 
London peace conference in January, 
had consented, Mr. MacDonald spoke 
of his U S. mission—a mission to es¬ 
tablish good will and common confi¬ 
dence. 

“We have lifted the windows of dip 
lomatic offices. We have drawn up 
the blinds, and opened the screens. 
There is to be no more secrecy in dip 
lomatic negotiations.’’ 

. Referring to the coming conferen- 
ces in’" London, and to peace missions 
to other nations, the Premier said 
that all parts of the Empire and all 
other nations would be kept informed 
as to the progress of negotiations. 
Great Britain wanted the world to 
know the truth, because in this case, 
in knowledge lies security. 


SHEEP AND WHEAT 

Sheep and wheat are a combination 
that seems to work out pretty well in 
the so-called dry belt where a man 
has enough water for the sheep. Sum 
merfallows are utilized for pasture 
and instead of lying idle and requir¬ 
ing frequent cultivations the sheep 
live on the weeds, pack the soil, help 
start other weeds and save a tot of 
work. John A. Stranach of Meeting 
Creek, Alta., tenant, and W. V. New- 
son, Edmonton, landlord, sold $1,400 
worth of lambs last year and divided 
the money equally between them. 
These lambs were grown on 150 acres 
of summerfallow land incidentally 
they saved several diskings and the 
crop this year pn this type of fallow 
was better than most of the neighbors 
crops on summerfallows that requir¬ 
ed several cultivations the previous 
year in order to keep down weed 
growth. 

A CALGARY WRITER 

The next most interesting thing to 
writing a book oneself, is to know 
someone who has, so that one may 
sit back and wonder how she did it. 

This will be the state of mind of 
:ocal friends of Floss Jewel Williams, 
Calgary, who has just published her 
third novel “Broken Gods.” This is 
said to be a psychological study of 
the up-to-date social life of a com¬ 
munity. Mrs. Williams’ own humor¬ 
ous slant on life is said to permeate 
the writing, and it is considered to be 
a clever and entertaining portrayal of 
character. 

Her other books are “Judgment of 
Solomon” and “Deep Furrows,” both 
of which had very good sale. 

“Broken Gods,” has been published 
by Graphic Publishers, Ottawa, and 
will appear shortly on Western book 
stands. Mrs. Williams is at present 
in Vancouver when it is expected she 
will spend the winter.

There will be 
many similar shipment, and the im¬ 
ports from European countries for 
the Middle West States will, it is said 
arrive by way of the Hudson Bay 
route.

Mr. Hugh Savage, by carrying the 1 
need for a distinctive Canadian flag 
into the arena of the magazine col¬ 
umns, has roused interest from coast 
to coast. His article published in 1 
Maclean’s magazine, has resulted in I 
a deluge of comment solicited or * 
spontaneous, which appears in the ‘ 
latest issue of that journal. 1 

To those locally who heard Mr. Sav * 
age speak on this subject at a recent 1 
Board of Trade meeting, and to all 
others also, his outspoken stand has 1 
been of greatest interest, and we fol- ' 
low with eagerness the reception ac- ‘ 
corded his arguments, through the 
country. 

The great majority of the writers, 
statesmen, politicians, educational 
leaders and others,.^apparently are in 
hearty approval. There are a very ( 
few dissenting voices — mostly it 
would appear from the military, 
scenting disloyalty, eloquent of bat- 1 
ties and the brave, though far off ^ 
days of \yolfe and Brock. . 

Undoubtedly the flag under which 
a man fought in the frenzy of war, 
means much -to him. But Canada’s 
history is not entirely war history. 
Her peace time development must be 
considered. We have had national 
leaders who have fought in times of 
’ peace, quite as sturdily for the honor ^ 
of Canada, for her progress indus¬ 
trially and agrievlturally, for her sue 
cess as a nation. Indeed, all who have 
tilled the soil of Canada, who have 
hewn her forests, explored her waste 
spaces, turned factory wheels, have 
been fighting for her prestige in the 
eyes of the world. 

The British constitution on which . 
our laws are based, the tradition of 
Britain, will always give the Union 
Jack its place of honor, distinctive , 
and commanding. , 

But in addition, we loVe Canada 
for herself, we love her soil, those , 
'Achievements which are hers alone, 
her development to which we all con- ] 
tribute. Is it a source of wonder that , 
we should wish for some insignia, elo 
quent of our own Canada.

BIRD LOVER SPEAKS ; 

i 

Jack Miner in his ability to thrill * 
and sway hi» audiences, proves him* * 
self a master of men as well as of 1 
birds. Lacking any pretensions to ‘ 
trained oratory, few can equal him in ' 
his definite appeal to all class of hear 1 
ers. 

The Ontario bricklayer has become ' 
an international character, largely 1 
create sanctuaries over the land for 1 
through his overwhelming desire to 
migratory bii-ds. His own sanctuar¬ 
ies at Kingsville, Ontario, are used as 
models by conservationists the world 
over. 

In his Calgary talk on bird life, his 
collection of pictures of bird scenes 
made graphic many of his beliefs. , 

“Are birds wild?” was one of the 
questions asked the naturalist. “It is 
not birds that are wild, but human 
(beings. Song birds and waterfowl 
are afraid of humans, but once they 
are confident of the kindness of men, 
they lose fear. Birds which will fly 
away for sofety have the intelligence 
to fly back across a continent for pro 
tection and food. Robins may be 
tamed round any home and will re¬ 
turn year after year recognizing 
friends.” 

For proofs that-birds return, Jack 
Miner tagged ducks in 1912 and next 
year all returned. One bird came 
back every year for six years, while 
othes returned until they met the 
hunter’s rifle. Similarly with geese. 

In his tagging experiments with 
geese for the first seven years, the 
sanctuary drew birds from only -a 
small area in Ontario, but latterly the 
news has spread and they have come 
for protection from all over America. 

The growing of trees over the prai 
rie is the greatest encouragement to 
bird life, drawing yearly a greater 
number and greater variety of birds. 

A great.many people who have slip 
ped rather badly religiously of late 
years, nevertheless, were quite startl¬ 
ed last Sunday to find a canvasser 
from some'International Bible organ¬ 
ization, speeding briskly from house 
to house selling his wares. All the 
teachings of their youth regarding 
buying and selling on the Sabbath, 
were revived and they coldly bade the 
canvasser begone. One less sin on 
their conscience. They didn't buy. 

It is no exaggeration to say that 
Division No. 1 of Stockland Munici¬ 
pal District is the wealthiest rural di¬ 
vision in Canada. In years gone by 
it was noted for the production of ex¬ 
cellent cattle and horses. Today the 
scene is changed. Where cattle graz¬ 
ed contentedly not five years ago, we 
find innumerable derricks where ac¬ 
tive drilling is going on seeking the 
lurking place of crude oil and naph¬ 
tha.

Other wells are 
near mg the lime and ere 1929 waxes 
and" 7 wanes, Mr. McKinnon expects to 
see big wells in the south end of Tur¬ 
ner Valley come in. Division No. 1 
is fortunate in having Mr. McKinnon 
as representative. 


Experimental Farms Note by DeLong 

of Lacombe Farm Station 

The result of several years’ experi¬ 
ments conducted at the Dominion Ex¬ 
perimental Station,' Lacombe, indi¬ 
cates that in years with the usual 
amount of preci pitation, fall plough¬ 
ing will give as high or higher yields 
of wheat or oats per acre than spring 
ploughing. In years with more than 
the average rainfall, fall ploughing 
usually gives better returns than fall 
ploughing in dry seasons, .following 
a very dry autumn. 

When the advantages of having the 
land ready for the drill in the spring 
are taken into consideration along 
with the possibility of as high or high 
er yields per acre, it would seem that 
farmers living in districts smilar to 
Central Alberta would be well advis¬ 
ed to do as much fall ploughing as 
possible. 

Sod has been broken at different 
time^ during the season. Then gener 
al practice is to break the sod early 
in June and work as a fallow through 
out the balance of the season. Exper 
imental data indicates that, when ev¬ 
erything is considered, the most eco¬ 
nomical returns are produced when 
sod is ploughed immediately after the 
hay crop is harvested and the land 
kept well cultivated during the jremain 
der of the season. 

The practice of pasturing sod until 
late in the fall and then ploughing 
about the first of. October has never 
given very satisfactory results except 
in the case of brome grass. The fall 
growth of grass appears to exhaust 
the moisture supply, thus limiting 
the yield of the succeeding grain crop 
Ploughing brome grass sod in Octo¬ 
ber appears to be justified in spite of 
the fact that there is the possibility 
of light yields, as shallow ploughing 
brome grass sod late in the fall and 
giving it a thorough disking before 
freeze-up, appears to be one of the 
most effective' methods of bringing 
such land under cultivation.'

OUR MOTHER EARTH 

A chapter in Alberta’s life has been 
outlined by Cunningham Craig, Eng¬ 
lish geologist. 

“At one time a sea, underlaid with 
limestone, existed in this part of the 
continent. Large rivers flowed into 
J this sea and deltas were formed. 

| Great forests grew on the deltas and 
| during centuries, many fluctuations 
| of level occurred, but finally the sea 
became almost entirely filled. The 
earth’s crust crumpled likg a concer¬ 
tina, with tremendous foldings like 
the Rockies resulting. Great forces 
. of earth movement caused large de- 
. posits of vegetable matter and the re 
.suiting formation of coaJ.«*>r petrol¬ 
eum. Where there was no chance of 
, gas escape from vegetable matter un¬ 
der high pressure, petroleum was 
formed. Enormous masses of petrol¬ 
eum were formed, and when there 
was not enough porous rock to con¬ 
tain the petroleum, had to migrate. 
Lnder earth and gas pressure i<\has 
migrated in every direction, discard- 
ng as it went the heaver molecules. 

I This discarding is called filtration, 
and the farther the oil goes, the light 
er it becomes, and when it could go 
• no further, wet gas continued, and

“Alberta fields show the greatest in 
stance of migration and filtration. 
The porous structure beneath the 
limestone is filled with a light liquid 
which on release flashes into gas.
